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SUB J : ISRAELI VIEWS ON ARAB-ISRAELI NEGOTIATIONS 

1. JERUSALEM POST (AUGUST 25) PUBLISHED RESULTS OF POLL CON- 
DUCTED BY INSTITUTE OF APPLIED SOCIAL RESEARCH OF JERUSALEM, 
BASED ON TWO QUESTIONS: A) DO YOU SUPPORT THE IDEA OF A 
NATIONAL UNITY GOVERNMENT BASED ON COMPROMISE WITH THE ARABS, 
AND B)FOR WHICH PARTY DID YOU VOTE IN THE RECENT KNESSET 
ELECTION? SURVEY SHOWED THAT 70 PERCENT OF LABOR ALIGNMENT 
VOTERS AND 78 PERCENT OF LIKUD VOTERS WERE IN FAVOR OF A 
NATIONAL UNITY GOVERNMENT ON BASIS NOTED ABOVE. PROPORTIONS 
AMONG VOTERS OF OTHER PARTIES FOR A NATIONAL COALITION GOVERN- 
MENT WAS 69 PERCENT. POLL WAS BASED ON INTERVIEWS WITH 
SELECTION OF 500 JEWISH VOTERS LIVING IN JERUSALEM, TEL AVIV, 

HAIFA AND BEERSHEBA. 
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2. JERUSALEM POST ALSO PUBLISHED RESULTS OF DAHAF PUBLIC 
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OPINION POLL WHICH INDICATED THAT 45.7 PERCENT OF THE PUBLIC 
SUPPORTS "TALKS ON DISENGAGEMENT WITH JORDAN," 36 PERCENT OPPOSE 
SUCH NEGOTIATIONS AND ANOTHER 18.3 PERCENT ARE UNDECIDED. 

SECOND QUESTION IN POLL CONCERNED AGREEMENT ON OPPOSITION TO 
MAKING CONCESSIONS ON WEST BANK IN RETURN FOR AN OVERALL SETTLE- 
MENT WITH JORDAN. BREAKDOWN WAS AS FOLLOWS: 49.2 PERCENT 
SUPPORTED CONCESSIONS, 31.8 PERCENT WERE TOTALLY AGAINST 
CONCESSIONS AND 19 PERCENT WERE UNDECIDED. 

3. COMMENTING ON FINDINGS OF DAHAF POLL, MAARIV WRITER MOSHE 
ZAK, (AUGUST 25) EXPRESSED SERIOUS RESERVATIONS REGARDING DATA 
COLLECTED AND TRIED TO DISCREDIT ACCURACY OF FINDINGS. ZAK 
WRITES THAT "NO TELPHONE SURVEY CAN DISRUPT THE CALCULATIONS OF 
RABIN S GOVERNAMENT THAT IT WILL NOT WISH TO FACE THE ELEC- 
TORATE ONLY ON A WITHDRAWAL FROM THE JORDAN LINE, WITHIN THE 
FRAMEWORK OF A SEPARATION OF FORCES AGREEMENT, WITHOUT A PEACE 
SETTLEMENT. BUT NO ONLY THE ELECTORAL CALCULATION, ALSO THE 
CALCULATION OF MAKING PROGRESS TOWARDS PEACE AND MOVING AWAY 
FROM WAR.DICTATES TO THE RABIN GOVERNMENT (THE NECESSITY) TO 
MOVE AWAY FROM THE JORDANIAN MINE-FIELD, AND MAKE PROGRESS FIRST 
IN TALKS WITH EGYPT." 

4. COMMENT: DESPITE THE RELATIVELY SMALL SAMPLE AND ZAK'S 
DISCLAIMER, RESULTS OF THESE TWO POLLS CONFIRM OUR IMPRESSION 
THAT SIGNIFICANT PORTION OF ISRAELI PUBLIC IS PREPARED TO 
SUPPORT RABIN GOVERNMENT IN WORKING FOR COMPROMISE SETTLEMENT 
WITH JORDAN. 
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
